‘TROOPS ARE REPULSED 


AT THE FIRST ATTACK 


The Commissary Finally Forced En- 
trance to the School at Concar- 
neau, While the Sisters, 
Amid Protests of Crowd, 

Left the Building. 


Brest, France, August 13.—Soldiers have 
been requisitioned in several places in 
the Finisterre during the past two or 
three days to protect police commissaries 
engaged in closing religious schools from 
threatening crowds. Thirteen schools be- 
longing to white sisters remain unclosed 
in Finisterre. A battalion of infantry 
and a strong body of mounted gendarmes 
@re expected today to overawe the ex- 
cited population of those towns. The in- 
habitants of Folgoet are engaged today 
in building a wall of masonry behind 
the principal door of the church school. 
At Meen scouts on horses, bicycles and 
even automodiles are reconnoitering in 
order to give alarm of the coming of the 
police. The peasants declare they will 
throw bee hives among the gendarmes 
and will put bee hives in the barricades. 
The expuision of the sisters at Concar- 
neau was undertaken today. Scouts in 


7 automobiles reached the town at 2 o’clock 


in the morning from Quimper and report- 
ed that troops were on the way. The 
tocsin was rung, bugles were blown and 
the boys ran through the streets ringing 
hand bells. Large crowds gathered 
eround the railroad station and around 
Several BOMies of gendarmes 
and two companies of infantry arrived 
by a specia) train. Large crowds shout- 
ed, ‘Long live sisters!” 

The gendarmes advanced toward the 
gechool, but they were repulsed and a 
general ecrimmage followed. Later the 
troops reached the building and the police 
tried to break down the doorway with 
axes, but the resistance of the people 
continued. 

The commissary finally forced an en- 
trance to the school at Concarneau. 
When this had been accomplished the 
sisters, amid the vehement protests of the 
crowd, left the building. 

Entrance to the school in the village 
of Benzec was also forced. Here the 
sisters, when they emerged from tne 
school building, were conducted to the 
church by the mayor and a procession 
of people headed by the nationa)] flag, 


draped im crepe. 


Pullen Met Brutal Death. 

Guthrie, Okla., August 13.—The dead 
body of Stephen Pullen, a prominent 
Chickasaw Indian of Ada, Ind. T.,. was 
today found hidden bénaind a large log. 
His throat was cut from ear to ear, both 
jugular veins being severed. The officers 
say they have a clew but are awaiting 
developments. Pullen was to have been 


married yesterday. 


MAY AGAIN CAMP 


ON GEORGIA SOIL 


Grand Army Veterans Talk of 
Reuoiling in Atlanta 


Through the Efforts of General John 
B. Gordon the National Encamp- 
ment of Union Veterans May 
Be Held Next Year in 
This City. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 13.—(Special.) 
A movement is on foot here among the 
Grand Army of the Republic men to 
hold the next annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Atlanta. 

General John B. Gordon, commander 
in chief of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Association has on several occa- 
sions addressed the Grand Army of the 
Republic post at Columbus, and he Is 
held in very high esteem here. On the 
occasion of his last visit, during which 
he was enthusiqgstically received and en-. 
tertained, it was suggested that the time 
had come for the Grand Army of the 
Republic to hold one of its annual re- 
unions in the heart of the south, and At- 


lanta being the most central southern city | 


was suggested as the place. The sugges- 
tion has taken no tangible shape, but 
the approaching annua] reunion of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in October has put the 
Grand Army veterans here to talking 
about the suggestion again. 

While nothing has been done as yet 
it is generally understood that the move- 
ment is taking shape and that the propo- 
sition will in due time be. formally sub- 
mitted at the October reunion in Wash- 
ington, 

The only thing that could be in the way 
seems now to be the possible lack of en- 
thusiasm from a southern standpoint as 
to the Grand Army of the Republic hold- 
ing a reunion in the far south. If it could 
be demonstrated that the people of At- 
lanta, and of the south, really wanted the 
reunion to be held in the south there is 
a strong probability that the movement 
would receive favorable action at the 
October reunion in Washington. 

The Grand Army of the Republic mer 
here are ready to*fake ‘hold of the move- 
ment actively if the proper encourage- 
ment is received from the south. 


HARD FIGHT ON FOR PENROSE 


Courtmartial at Erie, Pa., Hears Im- 
portant Evidence. 

Erie, Pa., August 13.—The trial by 
courtmartial of Paymaster C. W. Pen- 
rose proceeded today. The evidence of 
Genera] Pay Inspector J. A. Mudd con- 
cluded for a time the prosecution on the 
charges of fraudulent returns and em- 
bezzlement. 

The first witness today was Lieutenant 
Commander Winder, inycharge of the 
Michigan. - His evidence was concerned 
with the opening of the cash box on 
board the ship by Mudd, who found that 
there was a shortage of about $8,002. 
Paymaster Penrose was at this time in 
Erie, from which place he had been or- 
dered to join the ship at Mackinac island. 
His leave of absence expired on July 1, 
but he did not return. until July 5 at 
noon, when he was placed under arrest 
pending investigation of the shortage 
found by Inspector Mudd. Major Waller, 
counsel for the defense, is putting up a 
stubborn fight.

of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Parker Deacon, 
Le Matin promised a series of articles 
on the subject and intimates that they 
may lead to trouble between Germany 
and the United States. The present arti; 
cle is headed ‘‘The Two Eagles, Ameri- 
' can and German.” 

But this promise is not likely to be 
carried out. 

Today Mrs. Deacon sent her lawyer to 
the editor of Le Matin and threatened 
legal proceedings if another line is pub- 
lished in which her daughter's name is 


used or hinted at. She said today, with 
emphasis: _ 

“The story in Le Matin is not only 
ridiculous, but untrue. The crown prince 
is not infatuated with Gladys, and if the 
duchess of Marlborough has permitted 
such gossip to emanate from Blenheim 
castle, it is something not above her.” 

The story of this alleged romance of 
the crown prince for Miss Deacon has 
revived the tragic incident of some years 
ago when Mr. Deacon found it necessary 
to shoot M. Abeille, a wealthy French- 
man who had been attentive to Mrs. 
Deacon.

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RUSSELL SAGE FIGHTS HARD TO 


GIVE ORGANIZED LABOR ITS DUE 


Ew YORK, August 13.—(Special.)— 
N Russell Sage, since his eighty- 

sixth birthday, has changed his 
views of life, and has, to the great as- 
tonishment of his many friends on Wall 
street and the New York financial world, 
been found at last on the side of labor. 
The settlement of difficulties between the 
engineers of the Manhattan Elevated rall- 
road and the owners was largely due to 
the Influence of Russell Sage, wilb chgm- 
ploned the cause of the engineers and 
firemen against the directors of the 
road, of which he is a large owner. 

On Tuesday: afternoon there was a con- 
ference between the engineer@ on one 
side, and the railroad officials on the 
other. Previous to this meeting the di- 
rectors of Manhattan came together to 
determine upon their fir _\ answer to the 
men, who threatened strike unless 
their demands were granted. 

George Gould, who is heavily interest- 
ed in the ‘Manhattan, as well as being its 
president, sided with Sage, that the en- 
gineers should be granted their conten- 
tions for a nine hours’ worl day. 

It fs said by some who were present at 
the meeting that Sage, old as he is, 
fought inch by inch the cause of the en- 
gineets, and finally worked the othgs 
over, ff mot to his way of thinking, at 
least to his desires in the matter. 

When the directors of the Manhattan 
road had decided to concede the en- 
gineers and firemen the ground they 
asked for, Russel] Sage reached for his 
hat and walked out of the room, saying 
they were giving the laboring man his 
due, and he deserved it.

I 
did not pawn th@ sword given me by 
Genera] F Aith in New York for $5. 

“Miss {/ohe an@ myself are perfectly 
happy #/gether. We intend to get mac- 
ried as soon as hér decree of divorce ts 
made“absolute, wHich will be September 
25. 

“Where we will be then I don’t know. 
Miss Yohe is thorgghly disgusted with 
all of this fuss. There has been no collu- 
sion between Miss. Yoh@tend myself. She 
had no idea of followmg me;).and did not 
know where 1 Was until I wired her on 
Monday in Paris. 

“Il can’t tell what our future plans may 
be, except that we will go to iive quietly 
in some remote country where reporters 
are unknown. We may take a cruise to- 
ward the end of September in the Baltic.”’ 

‘‘Do you intend to return to the states?” 
asked the American correspondent. 

“No,’’ replied Strong empnatically, and 
May Yohe interrupted by saying, “We 
will never return to America.” 


Fiercer and more dramatic and more 
disgusting has grown the story of May 
Yohe, soi-disant wWady Hope, and Captain 
Putnam Bradlee Strong. ‘this latest turn 
in the aflairs of this tuHNy notorious pair 
has followed ciosely on tne decamping ot 
Strong trom New York, atter pawning 
$l0v,uu of the woman's diamonds for a 
sum he iett nis wiaqowed mother could 
Manage to pay—about j22,Qw. When he 
tiled, seaving a note intimating an inten- 
tion to kil nimself, Xone twook out a 
Warrant to prevent this trom becoming 
effective. Captain Strong's mother hand- 
ed the actress the amount necessary to 
redeem the jewls. 

May Yone then went to London, whefe 
Strong wrote to her, and she agreed to 
forgive. He did not appear on the scene. 
She went to Paris to meet him, and failed 
again. Now comes this Lisbon story. 

The infatuation of Strong for Yohe 
began when she was still Lady Francis 
Hope. He quit decency, a captain's place 
in the army and a social career; she 
abandoned a husband and a coronet to 
return to the vicissitudes she had once 
known. In short, there were mutual sac- 
rifices, if steps that lead to such a laison 
may be so termed. 

When the war with Spain broke out 
Captain Strong was very enthusiastic. 
He was appointed assistant adjutant gen- 
eral of volunteers on May 17, 1898, and 
was ordered to the Philippians. Early in 
the war he was mentioned for bravery 
in several engagements and was wounded 
in battle, but upon his recovery resumed 
active service. For gallantry in battle 
he was promoted to major and assistant 
adjutant general of volunteers December 
9, 1898 He resigned his commission on 
August 31, 1899. On September 8; 1899, he 
received an appointment on the staff of 
General Smith, of the Fifth brigade, 
national guards, with the rank of major. 

In March, 1901, he received a commis- 
sion in the regular army as assistant 
quartermaster. 

May Yohe has been upon the stage 
since she was 16. That was a little more 
than sixteen years ago. She . married 
Lord Francis Hope, and was in line to 
attain to a duchy but for her elopement 
with Captain Strong. She was to have 
been married to Captain Strong on Sep- 
tember 26. 


SMITH A NERVOUS WRECK.

GRAY IS SILENT; 
SHIRAS ELATED 


New Turn to Income Tax 
Decision Creates a 
Sensation. 


JUSTICE GRAY’S FRIENDS 
HAVE NOTHING TO SAY 


Dalzell’s Defense of Justice Shiras 
Recalled—Publication of Alleged 
Part Played by Justice 
Gray Likely To Lead 
to Details. 


Washington, August 13.@(Special.)= 
Friends of Associate Justice Shiras, of 
the Uniteq States supreme court, were 
overjoyed at the publication today by 
which he was relieved publicly from the 
stigma cast upon him by the oft repeated 
statement that he had changed his vote 
on the income tax decision. 

On the other hand adherents of Mr. 
Justice Gray were as correspondingly de 
pressed when it was openly stated that he 
was the judge who had reversed himself 
and thereby upset the decision of the 
lower court in affirming the constitution- 
ality of the proposed tax. 

Representative Dalzell, who is a close 
personal friend of Judge Shiras, took oc- 
casion to defend the Pennsylvanian 
when the charge was originally made, but 
Mr. Daizell did not say at that time who 
had changed his mind at the last mo- 
ment. It was known to the Pennsylvania 
congressman at the time, but he was not 
at lIfberty to revea} secrets of the court. 
Justice Shiras has_ remained silent 


} throughout the entire period intervening 


between the decision of the court and the 
present, his only attempt at vindicating 
himself consisting in the remark that his 
conscience was clear and he did not care 
what other people might think. 
Judge Gray Lost Popularity. 

Since that decision it ‘has been noted 
that Judge Gray was not so popular on 
the bench as he had been before, but the 
reason was never even intimated by his 
associates in the highest judicial tribunal 


in the land. 

For the past few years it has been as- 
serted that ill health was the cause cf 
his grumpiness and testiness and the other 
judges have been content to let that im- 


pression prevail. 

Now, however, that he is on the eve of 
retirement, the bars being let down, 
there is no attempt made to conceal the 
fact that the Massachusetts judge has 
been persona non grata with those who 
were associated with him, and the trouble 
dates back to the income tax decision, 
5 to 4, against the taxation proposed. 

It was a revelation, however, that after 
such a lapse of time and despite. thé 
suspicion. in another direction that the 
truth should be made known and so thor- 
oughly vindicate Justice Shiras. Nobody 
would credit the statement offhand, but 
insisted on cefrcumstantial detail which 
is not lacking now that the cover has 
been taken off ‘‘the pandora box.” 

There can be found no friends of Judge 
Gray willing to deny the allegation 
against him, for they rec ize the fact 
that they are in a mighty ticklish posi- 
tion. . 

More Details Expected. 

They have never dared refute Mr. Dal- 
zell’s statement in the house of represen- 
tatives that his constituent was guiltless 
of the charge laid at his door, for they 
knew’ full well that an expose would fol- 
low, which they nor Justice Gray would 
relish. 

It has been a well guarded secret until 
now upon the eve of retirement it nas 
leaked out to the gratification of Justice 
Shiras and his supporters who have 
maintained that his integrity was beyrond 
question. Acting upon his advice, how- 
ever, they would not reveal .the identity 
of the real offender, leaving that for time 
to develop. 

There will be an abundance of detail 
given from this time forward now that 
the fact has been made public that Jys- 
tice Shiras was sinned against grievously 
despite his known opposition to an income 
tax, 


FOUR MEN DIE IN EXPLOSION. 


Tug Jacob Kupper Blown Up in New 
York Harbor. 

New York, August 13.—The boiler of 
the tug Jacob Kupper blew up today near 
St. Georges, Staten Island. Four of the 
crew were killed or drowned. 

There were eight men on the tug and all 
were blown tnto the water. Four were 
wescued. Three are injured badly and 
one at least is not expected to live. The 
tug boat sank immediately. 

The dead are: 

CAPTAIN HARRY JOHNSON, who was 
in command of the tug temporarily. 

WILLIAM PURDY, engineer. 

— — LEWIS, cook. 

LAWRENCE HANSON, deck hand. 

» The injured: Henry. Nicholas, tireman, 
scalded; Lawrence Johnson, deck hand, 
condition serious; Christian Gregg scald- 
ed; Edward Lane, slightly injured. 

Captain Lundberg was not on board. 
The cause of the accident will probably 
never be known, as Engineer Purdy is 
among the dead. 


CORONER HOLDS STEBBINS. 


No Charge Returned Against Slayer 
of Walter Scott. 

Chicago, August 13.—Walter Stebbina. 
who, on Saturday stabbed to death 
Walter A. Scott, president of the Iili- 
nois Wire company, in the jatter’s office, 
was heid to the grand jury today by the 
coroner's jury. 

No charge of crime was made against 
Stebbins, but the jury recommended that 


the grand jury investigate the killing., 


Stebbins testified In his own behalf ‘at the 
inquest and stated that at no time dur- 
ing the time Scott was striking and 
kicking him: did he knowingly stab him. 
Stebbins said he was in a dazed condi- 
tion from.the attack of Scott 

The verdict is said to be the mildest ‘in 
the history of the coroner’s office.

INCENDIARIES AT 
WORKINDECATUR 


Torch Applied to Home of 8, 
5, Crane Last Night 


Would-Be Incendiary Seen To Jump 
Fence—Oil and Kindling Wood 
Discovered — Officers and 
Dogs Went in Pursuit 
of Criminal. 


A bold attempt at arson was the 
cause of a great amount of excitement 
in Decatur last night. At 10:30 o'clock an 
unknown incendiary set fire to the home 
of B. S. Crane, at the corner of Candler 
and Sycamore streets. 

A citizen who was passing the house 
was startled by a flash of flame from 
under the rear of the house and as he 
rushed into the yard to wake the sleeping 
family, he saw a man jump over the 
back fence. 

A general alarm was at once raised 
and a large crowd gathered. The fire 
which was between the plastering and 
weatherboarding near the ground in the 
rear of th? houss was soon put out with 
the ald of a hand extinguisher. 

When the fire was put out it was found 
that the wall had been saturated with 
kerosene, and a pile of kindling wood 
also saturated with oil, was found under 
the house. 

No clew as to the identity of the in- 
cendiary or to his motive in setting fire 
to the house of Mr. Crane has been 
found. Dogs were immediately put on 
his trail, and a large posse headed by 
Marshal W. J. Galloway and Superin- 
tendent of Chaingangs F. 8. Nash soon 
foNowed the criminal. The dogs took 
the trail easily and followed it over the 
cemetery in a northerly direction from 
the house of Mr. Crane. 

Mr. Crane and his entire family were 
asleep when the fire was lighted and had 
it not been for the timely warning ft is 
quite possible that the house would have 
bean destroyed and several members of 
the family seriously burned. 

The affair has caused e greater amount 
ef excitement than anything that 
has happened in Decatur recently, and 
ig the miscreant is caught it may be 
found necessary to bring him to Atlanta 
to avoid violence from the hands of the 
enraged citizens.

FIREMAN’S NECK IS BROKEN. 


Was Found Dead in His Cab in Yards 
at Anniston. 

Anniston, Ala., August 18.—(Special.)j— 
Fireman Clay T. Savage, of the night 
yatfd crew of the local yards of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, was 
tound dead in his cab‘abvut 4:30 o’clock 


yesterday morning. . 

The manner in which he came to his 
death is a matter of conjecture and the 
mystery will probably never be, fully 
cleared up. It is presumed that his 
death was due to striking his head 
against a car while leaning out: of the 
window of the cab of the engine which 


was in motion. +s 

The discovery was mage by his fellow: 
workman, Ben Allie, and how he came 
to his death is still.a mystery, 

The dead body was examined by a phy- 
gician, who pronounced that he died of a 
broken neck caused by a sharp: blow on 
the head just behind the right ear. 

The engineer, Jim Adams,,is said to 
have noticed him in the pogsitien in which 
he was found some time before, but 
thought that he was only sleeping while 
Allie was firing for him. 

It was surmised’ that Savage's death 
had been caused by. striking his head 
egainst a car as he passed in his engine, 
but this was dispelled by Trainmaster 
Teague, who had a search 
of the yards made for a car outside thd 
clear post; neither could the eap of Sav- 
age te found, which he is supposed to 
have worn at the time of the fatal blow. 

Coroner Franks was notified of the ae- 
cident shortly after it was discovered 
and he removed the body to the under- 
taking establishment of the Anniston 
Furniture Company, where an inquest 
was held at 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

After examining several witnesses the 
jury returned a verdict as follows: 

‘We, the jury impanneled to inquire 
into the death of Clay Savage, who was 
found dead on switch engine No. 603, on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, on 
the morning of August 12, after a thor- 
cugh investigaticn find that he came to 
his death by a severe blow on the right 
side of his head and neck, breaking his 
neck. No evidence as to hew and by 
what means he sustained the blow caus- 
ing his death being ébtainable.’’

In the interum a strong pressure was 
brought to bear on the prison commis- 
sion for a commutation of Freeman's 
sentence to present service. 

In his humble home on the rugged 
banks of the Oconee the transgressor 
of the law had a wife and four helpless 
children, who were entirely dependent 
upon the efforts of the husband and 
father for a living. Finally a petition 
was sent to the pardoning board, asking 
that Freeman be restored to his destl- 
tute family. The petition cited that he 
was not a bad man, but a creature of 
circumstance. 

The pardoning board oonsidered the 
petition—which was signed by the officers 
of the court and numerous citizens— 
carefully and recommended that Free 
man be given his liberty.

Veterans of Philippine Army 
Meet at Council Bluffs, 
lowa. ‘ 


ROOSEVELT SENDS LETTER 
EXPRESSING HIS INTEREST 


General Hale Recommends That 
Limit of Membership Be Ex- 
tended to Those Who Fought 
in the Philippines Up 
to July, 1902. 


Council \Bluffs, Iowa, August 13.—The 
third annual reunion of the Society of 
the Army of the Philippines began in this 
city today with nearly 2,000 delegates and 
veterans in attendance. 

A telegram from President Roosevelt 
read as follows: 

“Oyster Bay, August 13.—Permit me to 
express to the members of the society 
of the Army of the Philippines my great 
regret that my engagements make it im- 
possible for me to attend their third an- 
nual reunion. Naturally those of us who 
served in Cuba look with a particularly 
keen interest and sympathy upon all that 
has been done by our valiant brethren 
who have so nobly fought for the honor 
of our flag in the Philippine islands. 

“I greatly appreciate the honor done 
me in asking me to attend. Nothing 
would give me greater pleasure and it is 
with keen regret that I am obliged to 
refuse. With all good wishes, fajthfully 
yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

General Hale’s Address. 

In his address the president of the so- 
ciety, General Irving Hale! said August 
13 was chosen‘as the date for the conven- 
tion because of its historic signaficance, 
it being the anniversary of the capitula- 
tion of Manila, ‘‘the last event of the 
Spanish war and which gave to the Unit- 
ed States the possession of the Philip- 
pine archipelago, with all its problems, 
conflicts, responsibilities and possibili- 
ties.’’ 

General Hale recommended that the 
limit of membership be extended to those 
serving in the army in the Philippines 
up to July 4, 1902, the date of the procla- 
mation of amnesty. 

“At present and perhaps for some time 
to come,’’ said General Hale, ‘‘there are 
two special reasons for maintaining such 
an organization—first, loyal, non-partisan 
support of the United States government 
in its earnest and conscientious efforts 
to carry out tke responsibilities which 
our campaigns in the Philippines brought 
forth, and, second, defense of the United 
States army, which has been made a 
chopping blotk by hostile politicians in 
their attacks on the administration. Let 
us stand together for the honor of our 
commander in chief, the president, and 
the army, the navy and the flag.”’ 


Coionel Mendoza Dies. 

Iaredo, Tex., August 13.—A Saltillo, 
Mexico, special says: Ignacio Mendoza, 
colonel of this military zone, and staff 
officer of General Reyes, minister of war, 
died today after an illness of several 
weeks. Colonel Mendoza was 45 years of 
age.

IN QUEBEC COURT 


Greene and Gaynor Given Free- 
dom by Judge Caron 


Warrant Under Which the Two Men 
Were Held Is Found Defective 
and Is Picked to Pieces by 
Court—New Steps To 
Be Taken. 


Quebec, August 18.—Colonel John F. 
Gaynor and Captain Benjamin D. Greene 
scored a decisive victory today in their 
fight against extradition to the United 
States, where they are wanted in connec- 
tion with alleged frauds in harbor work 


lions of dollars. Judge Caron, in the su- 
perior court, discharged the prisoners 
from custody of Sheriffs Langelier, of 
Quebec, and Valee, of Montreal, in whose 
official care they have been since their 
sensational arrest in Quebec last May. A 
large number of the prisoners’ friends 
were in the court room and they heartily 
congratulateg the two men upon their re- 
lease. Colonel Gaynor and Captain Greene 
left the qpurct room soon after Judge 


Caron had concluded and proceeded to 
the Chateau Frontenac. Colonel Gaynor, 
who is suffering from rheumatism, retired 
to his room. It is understood the United 
States government wil] institute new pro- 
ceedings for the extradition, but up tc a 
late hour no step had been taken by 
counsel representing the Washington au- 
thorities. 
Judge Spoke in French. 

Judge Caron, who spoke in French, oc- 
cupied about two hours in delivering his 
judgment. In reviewing the legal pro- 
ceedings since the arre f the two pris- 
oners, he pointed ou at their counsel 
had raised an important question to the 
effect that the warrant issued by Magis- 
trate LaFontaine was illegal on the 
ground that it dig not contain the date 
nor the year in which‘ the alleged offense 
had been committed. He could not pre- 
sume when the offense was committed and 
it may have been previous to the signing 
of the treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain, and if so, the accused 
could not ve held, as the treaty had no 
retroactive effect. 

According to a deposition made in Mon- 
treal by Mr. Erwin, counsel for the 
Uniteq States, in. May last, continued 
Judge Caron, the accused were charged 
with fraud committed on or about Jan- 
uary 1, 1897. That crime was not fncluded 
in the treaties, ang that of receiving 
money under false pretenses was only 
included in the treaty of 1900. This was 
fatal to the prosecution, and the warrant 
issued by Judge LaFontgyne was defec- 
tive, as the offense incluued therein did 
not fall under the extradition treaty; 
consequently the arrest was illegal and 
the accused must be set at liberty. 

Law Not Retroactive. 

After citing authorities in support of 
his decision, Judge Caron concluded as 
follows: 

“Considering that the warrant in virtue 
of which the petitioners are detained con- 
tains no date of the commission of the 
offense whereof the petitioners are_ac- 
cused; considering that in virtue of the 
treaties of extradition existing between 
Great Britain and the United States, It 
is positively provided that these treaties 
shall have no retroactive effect for of- 
fenses committed before their passage; 
considering that the allegation of the date 
of the commission of the offense is,in con- 
sequence essential to give jurisdiction of 
the commissioner to iss warrant of 
arrest; considering furthe Aore that it is 
not alleged in the warrant that the of- 
fense for which said warrant has been 
issued is one of criminal participation, 
punishable by the laws of-both countries 
which is a condition required ‘by the last 
paragraph of the first article of the treaty 
of 190; considering that the informativun, 
indictments and true bills and al) docu- 
ments produced for the issue of the war- 
rant show that the offenses of which the 
petitioners are charged and for which 
they wouid nave to stand their triais in 
the United states, shouid extradition be 
granted, are not within the terms of the 
treaties ot extradition between Great 
Britain and the United States and dis- 
close no offense committed by the pris 
oners for which they coulda be extrauitcd 
under the said treaties; considering in 
consequence that the warrant of arrest 
issued by the said Ulric LaFontaine in ils 
above stated capacity is null and iliegal 
and couid not warrant the arrest of the 
petitioners, the court rejects the said mo- 
tion of the United States, intervening 
party, to quash the said writs of habeas 
corpus addressed to me on June 2] last 
to the said C. A. Valee, doth declare the 
arrest and detention of the said petition- 
ers illega] and doth annul and get aside 
the said warrant of arrest.”

STORY COMES IN LETTER 
TO COLONEL R. LEE BYRD 


Letter States Wilson ‘Returned to 
Bocas with Part*of Filibuster- 
ing Party That Did Not Land. 

* “No Cable Communica- 
tion with ~-Bocas. 


Colortel R. Lee Byrd, who is here from 
Bocas del Toro, United States of Co- 
lombla, on a visit. to his brother, re-/ 
ceived a letter from Bocas yesterday 
containing information, which he asserts 
is undoubted, that: Dr. Russell Wilson, 
said to have been arrested by the Nica- 
raguan government for attempting to 
land a @uibustering expedition at Blue- 
fields, never landed in Nicaragua at all, 
but went back to Bocas on the Colombian 
gunboat and has been there ever since 
managing the Flat ‘Rock banana planta- 


tion. 

When the attempt was made to enter 
Nicaraguan territory, !t was found im- 
possible to laffd all of the filibustering 
troops, and the gunboat Pinzon, James 
Gordon Bennett's converted y-pht, re- 
turned with the balance of the men to 
Bocas. Wilson, the letter states, was 
among these, and as a_matter of fact 
never landed at Bluefields -at all. The 
letter is from a lady who is a personal 
friend of Colone! Byrd's and was mailed 
at Bocas del Toro about three weeks ago. 

“There is no possible doubt about the 
correctness of this information,’’ Colonel 
Byrd said yesterday. ‘I know all of the 
parties concerned and am satisfied Dr. 
Wilson did not get into Nicaragtan ter- 
ritory. 

“The only conclusion is that some other 
party used Wilson’s name, knowing he 
had influential friends in the United 
States, and through the work of Senator 
Hanna and others escaped the death 
penalty which the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment had put upon him. There is no 
cable communfeation with Bocas, which, 
doubtless, accounts for the fact that the 
truth of the case has not come to light 
more quickly.” 

Colonel Byrd has about completed his 
visit here and will leave in a few days 
for New York, where he will sail for 
Bocas. He will finally perfect the .or- 
ganization of the Byrd Sarsaparilla 
Planting Company before leaving New 
York. He expects to be back in Bocas 
early in September.

Milledgeville Liquor Dealers May Lose 
License Money. 


WILL LOSE THREE MONTHS 


Licenses Were Taken Out for Entire 
Year, and Attorney General’s 
Decision Makes Them Lose 
Most Profitable Season. 

Other News Items. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 13.—(Special.) 
The written opinion of Attorney General 
Boykin Wright to the effect’ that under 
section 1545 of the political code of Geor- 
gia, prohibftion, as carried in the election 
of July 30, by a majority of 292, becomes 
effective after September 1, has thrown 
the bar men of Miilettgeville into a flut- 
ter of excitement. The opinion comes like 
a clap of thunder out of-a clear sky. The 
prohibitionists even are surprised at the 
opinion. Nothing else is talked on the 
streets, in the stores, at the family board. 

As s00n as the attorney general's opin- 
ion became Known “n ‘the city, The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent sought the most 
direct route to the answer to this ques- 
tion by interviewing the saloon men thnem- 
selves, 

In each case the correspondent stated 
unreservedly that he was seeking this in- 
formation simply as a matter of news in 
which the public felt a lively interest. 
The first man with whom he talked was 
C. H. Bonner, who has been in the busi- 
ness here for many years, and who is 
recognized by all classes as an honest, 
vpright man and a law-abiding citizen. 

Mr. Bonner said without any hesitation 
that as a result of the,opinion he was at 
a standstill. ‘] have all my 
ently abided by the law,” he added, ‘“‘and 
if it is shown clearly to me that it will be 
lilegal to sell whisky in Milledgeville after 
Septenwer l, my place is closed from 
that date.’ 

Charles T. Whelan, of the Oconee Liquor 
Company, was the next man seen, Mr. 
Whelan said his company held state and 
city licenses good until tne last day of this 
year, besides a revenue jicense that does 
not expire until July 1, lws. He ci@ismicu 
there was no law, justice or equity in 
seeking to close his business betore his 
city and state license hud expired. 

“Will you cohtinue to do business and 
test the question in tne courts?’ asked 
the correspondent, 

“Tne Oconte Liquor Company will stand 
by its rights,’ answered Mr. Whelan. He 
quoted a prominent Miiledgeviile lawyer, 
the most pronounced prohivitionist in the 
city, as holding the opinion that the late 
election did not revoke the iicenses ai- 
ready issued by council. 

C. & VD. Mandle said that they had se- 
cured legal advice ffom a very abie law 
firm in tne city of Macen. That firm had 


}not take away trom them their vested 
rights. They had wot fully decided on 
their course, but trom the present outlook 
would be disposed to let the courts settle 
the question. 

J. T. Stewart meant to abide by the law, 
he said, and itwhe decided after investiga- 
tion that it would not be legal to sell 
whisky here after September 1, he would 
close up his piace. But he thought it 
would be very. untair to torce htm to lose 
the fall trade, after he had gone threugh 
the dul] season, to say nothing’ of tine 
money he had paid in licénses. . 

Other barmen talked in a similar strain, 
but none seemed to.have reached any 
definite conclusion, uniess it be Charles 
T. Whelan. But all agreed that they 
were justly entitled to continue business 
until the expiration of their licenses. 

The question is attracting a great deal 
of attention and seems likely to lead to 
litigation in the courts. The prohibition 
election was a very tame affair, but its 
aftermath seems fated to furnish excite- 
ment galore,

Protest of Ginners. Against 
State Competition: Turned 
Down by Commission. 


CHAIRMAN IGNORES 
~ REQUEST FOR HEARING 


Claim They Have Never Sought To 
Induce Public To Patronize 
~ Plant by Cutting Prices or 
. Advertising—Two Sides 

FF to the Question. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 13.—(Special.) 
The prison commission, through its chair- 
man, Judge J. S. Turner, has returned 
an answer to the protest of the public 
ginners of Baldwin county, an account of 
which appeared in The Constitution some 
Mays ago. / 

In his answer Chairman Turner does 
not commit himself to any definite policy, 
but introduces a new question, which he 
argues at some length. He leaves the 
clear impression that the prison farm will 
continue to gin for the public in com- 

etition with the private ginneries. Judge 

urner utterly ignores the request of. the 
ginners for a hearing before the commis- 
Bion. 
answer !{s regarded here as evasive 
and unsatisfactory. But the ginners of 
this courty, whose business is so serious- 
ly threateneg by the state, feel encour- 
aged in the united effort they are making 
for. self-protection by the fact that the 
commission has condescended to notice 
thelr protest at all. A vear ago a similar 
petition was treated with contempt, the 
commission not even deigning a reply. 
Captain K. R. Foster, superintendent of 
the prison farm, who was notified in 
writing that such petition had been for- 
warded to the commission, answering 
orally for himself alone, said to the gin- 
ners that he would advise the commission 
to pay no attention to the petition, but 
to g0 on ginning all the cotton that was 
offered. He gave as a reason for this 
course as.superintendent of the prison 
farm. he wanted to make a good showing 
on his annual balance sheets. In other 
words, the superintendent held that -he 
ought to make money for the state, no 
matter whose private business was ruined 
fri the making of it. The commission 
must have accepted the superintendent's 
pdvice, as the ginning for the public went 
merrily on for the whole of last season. 

Tne commission treats the ginners’ pro- 
test with more consideration this vear 
by giving a written reply signed officially 
by the chairman. Judge Turner starts out 
with the statement that In establishirg 
the ginning plant at the farm, “there was 
no intention to engage in the business 
of ginning cotton for the public; nor hrs 
such been our intention since then, ex- 
cept as a matter of 
those farmers who were more convenient- 
ly located as to our gin than as to oth- 
ers, and who requested us to gin their 
cotton for them.” He adds: ‘‘We hfve 
mever sought to Induce the public to 
gatronize the plant by cutting prices, ad- 
vertising or otherwise.’’ It is reported in 
Milledgeville that at least one public 
highway leading to the prison farm. has 
conspicuously displayed a board carrying 

e jegend in big black letters, “Bring 
ea cotton to the prison farm gin.’’

The 
weather was very favorable for the cotton 
crop, especially the young cotton, Wekich 
is now making a vigorous growth. The 
old cotton is maturing rapidly and in 
some localities is opening and nearly 
ready for picking.

The address points out nine reasons why 
this bale should be in universal use, 
‘stating that it gives a’ neater package, is 
handled more easily, takes less room in 
car and ship, abolishes the practice of 
‘screwing’ in the ship hold, causes fewer 
errors and is generally more satisfactory 
On #@ European market. The compresses 
of the state have been engaged in re- 
placing old gin boxes with the standard 
size at their own expense and have made 
good progress with the work. 

Decreases in Tax Returns.

The Chicago {Inter Ocean declares 
the resolutions “as remarkable as any 
ever adopted by a convention of the 
colored race, or of any other race,” 
pointing out that they breathe the 
spirit of wholesome aspirations. Quot: 
ing the statement in those resolutions 
comparing the condition of the race @ 
generation ago with the present, The 
Inter Ocean adds: 

“This is @ wonderful record, and 
looking back to it and standing upon 
it, the Atlanta conference recommends 
the colored people not to enlarge upon 
their grievances, hot to complain of 
burdens or of wrongs, but to teach 
their children the dignity and value of 
manual labor and to give them an in- 
dustrial training as well as higher ed- 
ucation. Speaking for themselves and 
their race, the men of the conference 
ask the whites simply for fair play, 
and to judge the negroes ‘not by the 
worst among them, but by the best.” 

The Inter Ocean recalls that a few 
years ago conventions of colored peo- 
ple were given to denouncing those 
whom they thought were treating them 
unfairly and to the enumeration of 
their alleged wrongs. Recently they 
have put their hands to the plow in 
the educational, business and indus- 
trial fields and are spending little time 
in regrets and complainings. 

“This admirable attitude,” this paper 
adds, “finds expression not only in the 
Atlanta conference, but at the Charlés- 
ton exposition and the Mississippi Val- 
ley exposition to be held in this city. 
Now, whenever colored people come 
together, they talk about the achieve- 
ments of the race in.the last thirty 
years, Instead of exhibiting their 
wrongs they exhibit what they have 
done. They bring up the negro of 
slavery to compare him with the negro 
of today. It is this spirit which {s win- 
ning friends for the colored people in 
the south, is turning their old masters 
into allies, and is widening their field 
of usefulness and activity.” 

It is a hopeful sign of the times to 
see newspapers at the north with a 
real appreciation of the situation.

If there is the crying need for this 
treaty talked of in administration 
circles, there is no possible ex- 
cuse for three months’ delay in 
getting it to the senate. The ex-

senate would interfere with the cam- 
paign is partially true, fhough not in 
the sense in which fi fs made. The 
campaign, as such, could go on with 
the senate in session just as well as if 
it were not. Even if it could not, 
would it be right to delay a great na- 
tional duty to meet the wishes of sen- 
ators or of campaign managers who de- 
sired their services? 

The truth is that a session of the 
senate at this time would greatly dis- 
turb the republican campaign, because 
it would disclose the shallowness of 
fhe claim that the treaty will meet 
with prompt ratification at the hands 
of the republicans in ¢he senate. That 
senate has done a lot of talking about 
ratifying reciprocity treaties, but so 
far all that have been sent to it have 
been carefully pigeonholed. The high- 
tariff element is opposed to these reci- 
procity treaties and the action of the 
senate has been shaped ‘by this ele- 
ment. With this anti-reciprocity sen- 
timent so strongly developed in repub- 
lican senators and with strong out- 
side opposition to the reduction on raw 
sugar, which this bill will carry, the 
Cuban- treaty stands slim chance of 
ratification. | 

The republican managers know this. 
If there was an honest desing to secure 
prompt ratification of a treaty to fur- 
nish relief for the Cuban people, the 
senate would be mulled together at 
once. But the talk of its being con- 
vened in November is for political ef- 
fect and nothing else. There will be 
no extra session. The republicans 
may keep on talking about an extra 
session, but the people will see that 
they are playing fast and loose with 
this phase of the Cuban question, as 
they have with every other -phase of it.

The determination of a Connecticut 
cotton mill company to dismantle its 
plant at New Hartford, discharge its 
700 hands, whose pay roll amounted 
to $16,000 a week, and remove their 
operations to Alabama, has created a 
large wave of indignation in the Nut- 
meg commonwealth. Both the press 
and the people have become indignant 
over the loss of the mill, of course, but 
more so, as they pretend, over the 
cause given by the mill owners for 
the removal. . 


# The latter say the labor laws of 


Connecticut, especially those relating 
to the employment of child labor, 
have driven them to the necessity of 
Therefore a 
holy how! is being raised over the in- 
iquity of the southern people in per- 
mitting their children to be ground to 
death in the merciless wheels and rolls 
of the cotton mills. Nothing is said, 
let it be remarked, about the genera- 
tions of children who were permitted 
by the people and laws of Connecti- 
cut to be thus ground up in the ma- 
chinery of their manufactories for a 
hundred years, while they were ac- 
quiring their great wealth and power 


as a manufacturing commonwealth! 


And nothing is said of the selfish 
iniquity of their own people, the own- 
ers of this mill, who announce in so 
conscienceless a@ way that they are 
seeking to increase Connecticut. 
wealth by taking advantage of child 
labor in the south. If it is wrong to 
work children in the mill in Connecti- 
cut—so wrong as to require its abso- 
lute prohibition by penal laws—why 
does the press of Connecticut allow 
these greedy citizeng of that state to 
go unscathed while it turns its guns 
of denunciation upon the south for. 
not also enacting Connecticut laws 
against child labor? 

The real trouble in the case is 
not with the Connecticut conscience. 
If the labor vote could be eliminated 
from Connecticut tomorrow, these 
laws against the employment of child 
labor would not remain on the statute 
books of that state another twelve- 
month. 

What is really hurting the Connectt- 
cut brethren is the certainty, of which 
this mill removal is only another in- 
dex, that the cotton and many of the 
iron and novelties industries of the 
east and north are inevvitably moving 
south. It is not because of child labor 
that they are coming, but for a score 
of more compelling economic reay 
sons. The movement is growing 
annually, and all efforts of the press 
and people of those regions cannot 
stop it. The south can concede the 
abolition of child labor and still double 
discount them in the near future, as 
the logical locale of cotton and iron 
industries.

When you talk about organized capital 
in this country forming monopolies you 
talk nonsense. There is no monopoly in 
thts country except such as Is protected 
by patents. 

Surely! There is no Standard Oil mo- 
nopoly. There is no anthracite coal mo- 
nopoly. They are pictures of an iIrre- 
sponsible imagination. Nobody has to 
buy anthracfte from the coal monopoly 
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YEAR ago the Anjierican invasion 

Of Our trade was tégarded by the 

average Englishman with amused 
contempt, Today it is a matter of serious 
national concern. 

In the past twelve months the Ameri- 
cans have won.a series of victories never 
before equaled in industrial history. The 
sensational transference of the Atlan- 
tic trade from British to Aficrican own- 
ership is only one thing, and by no. means 
the chief, although it has impressed the 
popular imagination most of all. 

The controt of the maifi futiife means 
of London internal ‘transit has almost 
passed into American hands. Eighteen 
months ago the merchants of Cardff 
would have laughed to-scorn the idea af 
American coai touching our sales. This 
spring maty of these merchants were 
doing a substantial part of their busi- 
ness as middlemen in Europe for the out- 
put of American mines. 

The match manufacturing busfness has 
been seized. American boots have given 
Leicester and Northampton operatives a 
hungry winter. Our great iron works 
are being replanned under Ameéfican en- 
gineers and on American lines to meet 
American competition. American con- 
tractors have shown us how to get double 
work out of our mechanics. 


The Financial Premiership. 

In the exchange of trade statistics tell 
their own tale. Today America’ sends 
us goods to the value of £3 1$s for every 
£1 worth of goods we send America. 
The balance is made up by ths trans- 
ference of British securities inte Amerf- 
ican hands. Thus it happens that a large 
part of our new loans is floated by 
Messrs. J. P. Morgatti & Co., of New 
York, and that the Rockefeller bank In 
the same city has made special arrange- 
ments for dealing readily in British se- 
cufities there. Americans are becoming 
So largely concérned in British holdings 
that months ago the rumor of fresh Brit+ 
ish trouble in South Africa caused a 
slight panic on the New York stock ex- 
change. 

This brings us to the most important 
part of the American advance, one that 
has been done quietly—the acquisition of 
financial premiership. Not long since 
England was the financial monopolist of 
the world, and, controlled the monetary 
business of two hemispheres. “ven to- 


out South America and in the Fat East, 
But a change 1s rapidly being made here, 
thanks lafgely to the work of the Stand- 
ard O11] combination. 

The Standard Oi! combinaticn, the Old 
Guard of the American invasion, is a 
small group of men, not more than three 
dozen in number, and with the real power 
a 
have for some years heaped up incredible 
wealth by substituting the principle of 
ecmbination for cempetition in Lusiness, 
They started with the oi] industry; but 
while this is still their main concern, they 
have now brancked out in many direc- 
tions. It is they who are mainly: re- 
sponsible for the.American capture of the 
Atlantic, they are supreme in American 
railroads, and they are becoming more 
and more concerned in banking. The dif- 
ficulty Would be to say fot what they 
are interesteq in, but what they are not. 
For their ways are setret, and their real 
profits are carefully hidden. It has al- 
ways been the principle of the Stundard 
Oil people to aceumulhte great funds for 
business purposes, and not to scatter all 
thelr profits. | 

In Bishopsgate street ths premises of 
the London branch of a new American 
bank, with a capital running into mit- 
licns, have recently been finished. This 
is openly established to fight for the ex- 
change and general banking business of 
the Far East, and has already acquired 
important connections. Banking, as 
every expert recognizes, carries much 
trade with it, for the nation that owns 
the banks gets the trade. America means 
to own the banks.

The transit ‘‘combine,’’ begun by the 
men whd created the steel trust, has 
made great strides. The Americans desire 
to have a through way for their goods 
from the borders of Asia to the: heart 
of Europe. Tne first step was to unite 
the main railwaye of America. This was 
the more easy because the money of one

gan, in his work asa reconstructor dur- 
ing the troubled. times of the early nine- 
ties, secured many of the leading systerhis 
largely in his hands.

with the Manchester ship canal. Last 
summer the head of the Erie canal made 
a especial tour of inspection over our 
European systems. Wise men will keep 
their eyes on our now despised canals 
when watching for American develop- 
ments, 

The Shoe Conquest. 

The shoe trade affords the most strik- 
ing instance of the advance of American 
manufactured goods in this country. 

For the first eleven months of 1900 
American shoes came to this country to 
the value of £198,000. For the 
same period last year these im- 
ports had fisen to £347,000. Right 
through the winter the American im- 
ports continued to rise. At the same time 
our own shoe trade passed through one 
of its dullest seasons. In the atitumn 
Northampton started a relief fund for Its 
unemployed, and angry mobs assembled 
round the offices of the local authorities 
demanding work. In the spring a mob 
of unemployed stopped the mayor on his 
way back from church, and the leaders 
of the crowd were proceeded against by 
the local authorities. Our entire _ shoe 
manufacturing district has nad a winter 
and spring of heavy depression, with 
many out of work and part time general. 

In iron and steel the American attack 
has done direct good. The American man- 
ufacturers have ceased to export pig 
iron and steel to us on account of their 
own unequaled demand. Taking advant- 
age of the quiet time, several of our 
leading works are overhauling them- 
selves, on American lines, to be ready 
for their rivals when the fight is renewed,

The 
Rritish attempt to boycott the Americans 
failed, and the British bonus was capped 
by dn offer from Mr. Duke of the entire 
profits of his company and £200,000 a year 
for four years, to be distributed among 
rétailers. The real struggle between thé 
American and British trusts will be: 
waged not so much here as in America 
itself and in the British colontes. Mr. 
Duke fought our trades because their 
activity prevented him from obtaining 
the worldwide supremacy he desires.

By cornering our distribut- 
ing agencies, and iby their splendid cold 
storage facilities, they now have our 
beef trade at their mercy.

WARDEN MOORE SENT TO. 
| > RELEASE PARDONED MAN 


Hseeman Had Paid License and May 
Be Innocent—Threats Are Made 
Against Him—Sheriff Higgs 
Will Be Punished if 
Possible. 


Early county’s misdemeanor convict 


¢amp may be disbanded’ as the result of 
the failure to release W. B. Freeman, 
récently pardoned by Governor Candler. 

As the result of the conference yester- 
day between the prison commission, the 
attorney general and Governor Candler, 
the county commissioners of Early coun- 
ty and Callahan, the lessee of the misde- 
meanor convicts there, have been ordered 
‘by the governor and the prison commis- 
sion to appear at the capitol on August 
27 at 10 o’clock to show cause why the 
camp should not be broken up and the 
convicts there transferred to some other 
chaingang legally constituted. 

The only other action taken was to send 
Warden Jake Moore, of the penitentiary 
department, to Early county witfi a copy 
of the governor’s pardon of Freeman, and 
instructions to see that he is released at 
once. 

As to the case of Sheriff B. E. Higgs, 
of Montgomety county, who refused to 
obey the governor's order, 
step was taken, but it is still under 
consideration. and it is a settled fact that 
if there is any way in which to punish 
him for his course, it will be done. Gov- 
ernor Candler, in discussing the matter, 
leaves no doubt as to that point. 

Chairman J. S. Turner, Hon. Thomas 
Bason and General Clement A. Evans, 
of the prison commission, and Attorney 
General Boykin Wright all met with 
Governor Candler in the latter’s office 
yesterday to take this case under con- 
sideration, and In the discussion some in- 
teresting points arose with regard to it. 


Freeman May Be Innocent. 


It developed in the discussion that 
Freeman may be innocent of any crime 
at all. Both Governor Candler and Judge 
Turner said yesterday Freeman's case 
was one of the strongest for pardon ever 
brought to the attention of the executive. 
_It would have been a strong case, they 
said, simply of itself and without a pe- 
tition from anyone. 

The act incorporating the town of 
Higgston, where Freeman sold liquor, 
gave the authorities of that town the 
right to license the sale of liquor. And 
it is a question whether that act did not 
repeal the local option law eo far as it 
applies to the town. Montgomery is a 
dry county, but there fs a decision of the 
supreme court, it is said, which is strong- 
ly in point to the effect that the subse- 
quent act would be of force in such a case 
even over the local option act. 

Under this authority granted the town 
of Higgston Freeman paid te town a li- 
cense of $200, the state a Iftense of $100 
and the United States its $2 tax, and be- 
gan to’ sell liquor openly under the ad- 
vice of his attorney. 

Under advice of his attorney, when in- 
dicted, he pleaded guilty and it is said 
Judge D. M. Roberts in sentencing him 
told him he was only technically guilty, 
and that while he would have to punish 
him, he ought to be pardoned. Judge 
Roberts wrote to the prison commission 
before it acted on the case, saying he 
did not believe Freenfin intentionally vio- 
lated the law; that he considered his pun- 
ishment had already been sufficient and 
that he ought to be pardoned. 


' May Be Disbanded. 


In view of all the facts the prison com- 
nission and the governor decided that the 
question of breaking up the camp should 
be taken up. Accordingly an order was 
drawn, signed by Governor Candler and 
Chairman Turner, citing the commission- 
ers of Early county and Callahan, the 
lessee, to appear on August 27 and show 
cause why the camp should not be broken 
up. This order has been sent to Early 
county to be served oh the parties inter- 
ested. 

Freeman was leased to the operator of 
the Early county camp by the Montgom- 
ery county authorities. He was pardoned. 
as will be remembered, on July 11, and 
Sheriff Higgs, who has never yet released 
Freeman, as ordered to do by the gov- 
ernor, claims he sent the pardon papers 
to Callahan with instructions to release 
him. Callahan, it is stated, refused to do 
so until the money paid the Montgomery 
county officers for the services of Free- 
man was refunded. 

In order to have no further delay in 
the matter, Warden Moore was sent to 
Early county last night with a certified 
copy of the pardon and with instructions 
to see that Freeman is given his Ifberty 
without further delay. 

The hearing on August 27 will show just 
how far Sheriff Higgs attempted to com- 
ply with the governor's order, if at all. 


Montgomery Stirred Up. 


There is a good deal of feeling in Mont- 
gomery county over the affair, and the 
indications are that many people there 
side with the sheriff. 

A mass meeting was scheduled for last 
night to be held at Mount Vernon to dis- 
cuss and take action on the affair. 

The people, or many of them, are 
against Freeeman and were anxious that 
he should not be released no matter to 
what extent justice was on his side. 

A letter received by Governor Candler 
from Thomas N. Baker, a lumberman at 
Higgstoh, stated that Freeman had given 
a great deal of trouble to the people 
there and that he had been forced to 
leave four counties fort selling liquor ille- 
gally. Speaking of *t 
man, Baker said: ~~. 

“This kind of ection forces the people 
to take the law into their own hands.” 

Further on in his letter, Mr, Baker 
writes: 

“Please advise him (Freeman) to stay 
away from our town, as from what I 
know of these people, I know full well 
they will not bother the courts with 
his annoyance to them on the same line 
again. I write this that you may be 
cognizant of the situation and not left in 


ignorance.”

F. West, Joseph Thompson, W. R. Pres- 
cott and Frank Holland. 

The, Piedmont Loan and Bzinking Com- 
pany, it wil] be remembered, went into 
the hands of a receiver about a year ago. 
At that time the company was utterly 
Gefunct, not having more than @%.80 in 
cash and but $2.29 to its credit elsewhere. 

W. A. Matthews, who was cashier of 
the bank from October 21, 1896, to Jan- 
uary 10, 1899, and president from the lat- 
ter date to June 1, 1900, is not made one 
of the defendants on account of the fact 
that he now resides {in New York city, 
but he figures prominently in the suit. 

The petition claims that the defendants, 
the directors, pretended to perform the 
duties of their office, but falsely and 
fraudulently led others, stockholders and 
creditors, to believe that they were per- 
forming these duties fafthfully and efii- 
ciently. : 

It is further set.forth in the petition 
that on or about November 11, 1896, W. A. 
Matthews, cashier, and cestain accom- 
plices began systematically to embezzle 
the assets of the Piedmont Loan and 
Banking Company, finally wrecking tl:e 
corporation. 

It is alleged that from November 21, 
1896, to June 1, 1900, W. A. Matthews ana 
others embezzled the amount of $35,000 of 
the funds of the corporation. 

The petition claims that the defendants, 
the directors of the bank, in allawing 
this to continue and not making any*ef- 
fort to stop it, utterly failed to perform 
the duties which devolveq upon them as 
directors.

| INSURANCE NOTES.

Figuratively speaking, Atlanta’s insur- 
ance circles went up in the air yesterday | 
when confronted by a demand on the} 
part of a Constitution reporter: for~ ele- | 
phant insurance. 

“Can you insure an elephant?’ asked 
the newspaper man at the reception win- 
dow of the local offices of the Penn Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company. The young 
man behind the window dodged behind 
the brass railing and demanded a repe- 
tition of the question. ‘‘No,” he replied 
finally, ‘‘we're just out of elephant insur- 
ance. Fact is, we never did issue elephant 
policies only on Tuesdays and Fridaya, 
and as I said b2fore we're just out.” 

It was some time before the facetious 
clerk with a multi-colored shirt. waist 
could be induced to discuss the subject 
seriously. At last the case was referred 
from one to another until it was finally 
brought befgre Henry ‘ft. Bagley, the 
head of the Atlanta oftices. 

“Has he got the elephant with him?’ 
asked Mr. Bagley of Mr. Willet. “He 
Ought to Know that no insurance com- 
pany is going to issue a policy without an 
examination. Bring him in. Bring them 
both in if they're out there.’” 

After the reporter had admitted that he 
had not as yet secured the elephant for in- 
surance, he asked what kind of protec- 
tion could be procured for such an ani- 
malin the way of indemnity against loss | 
of life by colic, peritaphilitis or any ol 
the other enemies of health. He went on 
to explain that the agony of suspense suf- 
fered by the sudden demise of the late, 
lamented Clio on the part of the public 
could of course be borne bravely if there 
was no other alternative, but if it was 
possible to protect against even a tem- 
porary elephantless Atlanta in the future 
through the ten thousand and eleven 
forms of life insurance, the people and 
especially the children wanted to know 
it. 

“Seriously,” began Mr. Bagley, “I don't 
believe it would be possible to secure in- 
demnity against any such loss. I have 
never heard of egch insurance and I feel 
very sure that it circuses, menageriss, 
zcological gardens, etc., lose their ani- 
inals they have no possible means of rt- 
covering the loss through any form of in- 


surance.”’ 
Again the reporter tried to secure in- | 
formation at the local home of the Fidel- | 
ity and Casualty Insurance Company ‘a ' 
the Prudential building. In reply to his 
question, the clerk shook his head gravé- 
ly: “‘No,’’ he said, ‘“‘the manager of our

tion of all forms of insurance. Besides, 
an elephant is too big to take a risk on. 
There is too much territory subject to 
accident and disease for one policy.” 

And so it is more than probable that 
Clio’s successor, even if it is the sole 
support of a poor widowed mother ele- 
phant, will never be able to insur2 a 
worthy parent aginst loss, while the 
children and the rest of the public must 
hope to secure a big quadruped with all 
kinds of beastly, rude heaith piled on its 
chest, for there is no such thing as pro- 
viding against loss in the shape of a sick 
animal.

Dr. John W. Riley, who has. just re- 
turned from his vacation, tells a good 
story about his last trip to Jacksonvilie 
last night. s ws 

“I registered at the hotel, and béing 
rather weary retired to my. rcom earlier 
than usual. I don’t know how long I 
had been asleep when I heard a pounding 
at my door and the question, ‘Is this Mr. 
Riley?’ I said it was, and asked what 
was wanted. ‘An interview ith the 
poet of Grigsby’s station,’ came the an- 
swer. 

“Ofcourse then I knew what was the 
matter. My initials are J. W. and the 
enterprising reporter evidently mistook 
me for the Hoosier singer, James Whit- 
comb Riley. I am a great admirer of 
Mr. Riley and the thought occurred to 
me that perhaps I might have a little fun 
with the man who had disturbed my 
slumbers and not tell a He or exaggerate 
the truth in any way. So I opened the 
door and the very young reporter came 
in. Now I look about as much like the 
poet as I do J. Pierpont Morgag, but my 
interviewer never seemed to question my 
being the right Riley. Perhaps all men 
look alike in pajamas. He asked me :f 
I was going to give any readings in Jack- 
sonville. I told him ne; the fact was, I 
doubted if I should ever come before the 
American public in the future. He asked 
me what I thought of Mr. Harben’'s new 
novel and seemed quite surprised when I 
told him I had not read it. Then he asked 
me about ‘Grigsby’s station,’ and when 
I told him that while I believed there was 
such a place, I had never been there. He 
said something about poetry in general 
not being handigapped by facts, but that 
he had always supposed my great forte 
was ‘local coloring.’ When finally he 
asked me who were my favcrite char- 
acters in history, I told him Generals 
Lee and Jackson. He said something 
about this being ‘extraordinary’ or ‘un- 
usual’ in a northern man, and I only 
asked him if history didn’t prove that 
they were the best men in the fighting 
business? Finally he asked me what I 
was working on and I told him that I 
was just then making e2 great study of 
the most improved methods of antisep- 
tics. When he left I said, ‘Goodby, Jim, 
take care yo’self,™~ and I suppose this 
silenced any suspicions he may have had, 
But after I got to thinking over the 
matter 1 thought that perhaps the boy 
might get into trouble, so I called him 
up later and saved him a calling down. 
He was so grateful that he gave me a 
proof of the interview. It was great and 
I suppose it was the last chance I’ll ever 
have to pose as a leading litterateur.”

New York, August 13.—There was no im- 
provement in the activity of the trading in the 
etock market today, but the tone was firmer 
and did not reflect the disposition to Nquidate 
on all advances, which was a feature of yes- 
terday’s market.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, August 13.—Grain markets see- 
sawed today, starting firm, slumping and then 
reacting sharply, closing firm. Trade was ac- 
tive and conditions in speculative feeling were 
radical. Less confidence by the bears in the 
spring wheat harveste was the principal bul 
argument, At the close September wheat was 
I'%@i%e up, September corn ‘%c higher and 
September oats Ie higher. Provisions were an 
exception to the general trend dnd turning 
sick cfosed 5@30c lower. 

Wheat was unsettled. Strong Liverpool ca- 
bles on the bad weather abroad gave a bullish 
incentive to the early trade. Winter wheat 
receipts, however, proved heavy and much of 
the short wheat covered yesterday was for 
sale again. Selling in good volume begun 
and prices slipped off rapidly until almost ic 
was lost. Then came reports of disappointing 
yields in the spring wheat country. The 
weather northwest was too rainy. Buying 
set in for the foreign accvuunt. Bradstreet’s 
reported the world’s available supply decreased 
by 1,300,000 bushels. Minneapolis expected 
stocks there to decrease 800,000 bushels. The 
seaboard reported 50 loads taken for export. 
Shorts at once covered aggressively. and prices 
jumped 2c from the low prices of the day. 
September opened 4%@%c up at 69%@69k«c, 
slumped to 68%@68%c and reacted to a strong 
close, 14%@I%c up at 70%@70\%ec. Receipts 
29! cars, 10 of contract. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported 105, a total for the three 
points of 396, against 449 last week and 396 
4 year ago. Primary receipts were 1,305,000 
bushels, against |,176,000 last year. Seaboard 
clearances equalled 225,0Gu bushels. 

Prices in corn started strong on a fair cash 
demand and filling of buying orders by com- 
mission houses. Then began selling in sym- 
pathy with wheat. The weakly crop report 
was bearish, and many timid holderr let po. 
Shipments to this point were only 24 cars, 
yet prices sagged until September’ sold from 
S2c wp to 51%c. Then came fresh buying 
by influential houses, started principally by 
the wheat rally, and prices reacted. September 
closed firm “%c up at 52%c. 

Oats showetl more consistent strength than 
anything on the floor. Beare in this pit are 
figuring a 900,000,000 buShels yield this year 
and declare prices cannot hold, but at 
same time the bulls give the market such 
support that prices needs must advance. [It 
seems impossible to get contract oats piled up 
here. The cash situation’ today was strong.» 
The late strength in wheat and corn helped 
prices upward. Trade was largely scattered. 
September sold as low as 30c, but closed 
strong Ic up at 31@3Il%c. Receipts 189 cars 

Provisions opened steady on a show of firm- 
ness In hogs, but at once turned heavy, al- 
though hogs declined. Later offerings were 
moderate and the poor demand took prices 
down quickly. Late there was a rally on the 
grain strength, but the close was weak.
